n the rapidly changing and increasingly competitive 

job market, there are no guarantees that any single 

job-search strategy will result in a job. And if you have 
looked for work lately, whether entry level or executive, yoy 
understand that creative and competitive strategies are very 
necessary to land a good job. 

The days of concentrating on job placement have 
gone away aS most companies pursue lean and right-sized 
human resource strategies. In addition, mergers and out- 
sourcing have taken a toll on available jobs. As a result, 
workers find little security within today’s volatile employ- 
ment environment. 

So, what’s the answer for those searching for ca- 
reer positions? And if you’re a student where do you start? 

Ginger Nicholas, director of career services, said a 
good place to start is with what and who you know. Then 
once you have armed yourself with information you can de- 
velop your career plan. “I enjoy career planning with stu- 
dents because no two plans are exactly alike and there is 
tremendous satisfaction in helping a young person begin a 
career,” she said. 

“The shift from job place- 
ment to career planning is the result 
of “supply exceeding demand,” ex- 
plains Nicholas. She believes that 
conducting a successful job search 
isn’t simple, nor does it begin when 
you suddenly find yourself in need of 
ajob. “I see the job search process 
as a life-long cycle of self-assessment, 
experiential learning, commitment, 
hard work, information gathering, 
risk taking and luck,” she said. 

“In the old days we used to 
wonder who will hire me. This is no 
longer enough. Career minded indi- 
viduals need to have their next career 
moves and a contingency plan laid 
out. It’s important that individuals 
carefully plan, chart and adapt their 
plan throughout their career. We 
need to teach our graduates to be as 
strategic in the job search as employ-

“Tf you’re looking for work you're really in sales. 
Students are selling their skills, education and personality 
to prospective employers,” she said. This means being pre- 
pared and, if possible, more prepared than your competi- 
tion. Job hunters need to know the market, product, com- 
petition and customer. 

The creativity in a job hunter’s strategy is in how 
they gather this information. 

One of the most valuable resources to anyone 
looking for a job is having a network. Typically a student 
will have a ready made network of high school teachers, 
coaches, faculty, family members, summer employers, and 
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family friends. Many will establish addi- 
tional relationships with alumni. This type 
of network can be critical in a student’s job 
search and Juniata College has plans in 
place to facilitate the networking of stu- 
dents and alumni through the establish- 
ment of the Juniata Alumni Career Team 
CCT). 

A.C.T. will assist current and for- 
mer Juniatians by establishing a volunteer 
career development program involving 
alumni who want to provide information 
and advice about their careers. A database 
will be available to current students, and 
eventually other Juniata graduates. The 
database and inquiries for assistance will 
be closely managed by the Career Services 
office. A.C.T. volunteers may be identified 
by their area of study, occupation, industry, 
eraduation date, advanced degrees, and 
even city or state. Once identified, students 
will contact the A.C.T. volunteer by a means 
of communication predetermined by the diiientcer: It 
could be through e-mail, letter or phone call. 

“Formalizing the networking of students with 
alumni is often the best service a career center can offer its 
clients. Our alumni pool is an outstanding source for ca- 
reer information,” said Lynanne Schaeffer, director of 
alumni development.” “By collecting and entering into a 
database the names and career backgrounds of willing par- 
ticipants, Juniata could increase career resources ten-fold,” 
she said. 

The A.C.T. program was recently presented to the 
Juniata College Alumni Council at their winter meeting in 
Philadelphia. The Council greeted the plan with enthusi- 
asm. “Knowing what Juniata is about and understanding 
the high value in the Juniata degree, our alumni can be the 
best advocates for our current students,” said Sharon 
Faulkner, president of the Juniata College Alumni 
Association. 

“Our alumni can represent a valuable resource to 
our students as they enter the very competitive job market. 
Up to now this resource has not been fully utilized. This 
program represents a way for alumni to give something of 
high value back to this generation of students graduating 
from the college. That something is the richness of their 
experience,” she concluded. 

An alumni career database would allow students 
to tap information on virtually every career imaginable. 
“Our director of career services can teach students what to 
do in a career search, we cannot tell them what it is like to 
be an environmental scientist for the U.S. government. The 
value of that information is priceless.” Schaeffer said. 

“The implementation of a formal network or ca- 
reer database is made simple with the support of the alum- 
ni association and the communication tools within the col- 
lege,” she said. The first step, according to Schaeffer, is to

Angela Hazuda, with a POE in marketing, secured 
an internship position with Minitab Inc., of State College, as 
a result of contact she made with Maureen (McCullen) 
Hoerman, a 1991 graduate and marketing representative 
for Minitab. Initially Angela contacted Maureen for assis- 
tance with an independent study assignment which was un- 
der the direction of Dr. James Donaldson, professor of 
economics and business administration and director of in- 
stitutional planning and research (james.donaldson@juni- 
ata.edu). 

“T met with Maureen and the director of market- 
ing over lunch to learn how an organization manages new 
product development and prepares for its release,” Angela 
said. “They were more than willing to help me with my 
project. My internship was the result of that initial contact 
with a Juniata graduate and the marketing director’s offer 
to help me in any way that he could.” 

“In our continuously changing world we teach 
students that they must compete. Having the ability to com- 
pete is important, but it is also mutually exclusive of what 
today’s workforce is deficient of - teamwork,” said 
Schaeffer. “The gift of career information not only helps a 
student make a good decision about the work he is pursu- 
ing but it teaches sharing,” she added. Developing an 
alumni career network is about teamwork among Juniata 
College graduates and current students. 

Current plans are to have the career service data- 
base, Alumni Career Team (A.C.T.), available for students 
during the first semester of the 1996-97 academic year.

en alumni returned to the classroom this spring to 
T speak out from the other side of the desk. Dr. Jim 

Lakso, professor of economics and business ad- 
ministration (Jim.Lakso@juniata.edu) invited the alumni 
back as guest lecturers in the senior seminar course. 

The senior seminar is a capstone course for students 
studying management at Juniata and is taught by Dr. James 
Lakso and Dr. Ronald Cherry, professor of economics 
(Ronald.Cherry@juniata.edu). 

The alumni were invited to speak to 
the senior class in an effort to bring real 
world experience into the classroom. 
“Successful alumni bring insight and expe- 
rience to the class that cannot be shared 
through traditional textbooks or lectures. I 
know, as these seniors prepare for gradua- 
tion, the opportunity to learn from those in 
the business world is invaluable,” said 
Lakso. Guest lectures are approximately 
25% of the material presented in the class 
or 12 class sessions out of 45. The College 
is able to invite executives back to the class 
through a grant established by The 
Meridian Bancorp, Inc. in 1986. 

The visiting executives shared their ex- 
pertise by lecturing in class and holding in- 
formal discussions with students and facul- 
ty. The lectures expose students to current 
issues impacting a wide variety of indus- 
tries, strategic business planning, and ca- 
reer planning.

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he path of progress is not a straight, smooth path 

as many would wish. The occasional bend in the 

road and pothole on the brim causes one to slow 
down and make the trip a little more carefully. Such was 
the case for the William E. Swigart Jr. Enrollment Center. 
Since its inception, the process of planning, discussing, 
more planning and finally construction have made the 
enrollment center over two years in the making, but the 
finished product is well worth the wait. 

Donald Moyer, Vice President for Advancement and 
Marketing, brought a new enrollment philosophy to 
Juniata College emphasizing a consumer-friendly ap- 
proach in admissions, financial planning, recruitment 
and retention. Plans for the William E. Swigart Jr. 
Enrollment Center advanced this philosophy when the 
Board of Trustees approved the recommendation of the 
Admission Task Force to construct a new facility. 
William E. Swigart Jr., a 1937 Juniata graduate, and his 
wife Pat pledged $500,000 to the College's 
Transformations Campaign. Swigart, former chairman of 
the board of Swigart Associates, Inc. of Huntingdon 
made this particular transformation of the Juniata 
College campus a reality. 

Patterned after a similar center at Susquehanna 
University, The Martinson Group, an architectural firm 
from Easton, Pennsylvania, began a concerted effort 
with the administration and staff that would yield the 
best environment for both work and service to students. 
After a ground breaking ceremony in late April 1995, 
construction of the new wing and renovations to the ex- 
isting building began by the local construction firm of 
Cisney & O’Donnell, Inc. The addition was built with a 
large reception area designed to serve as a Starting 
point for campus tours and capable of accommodating 
large groups for receptions, videos, and other enroll- 
ment activities. 

“The enrollment center will be the first impression 
prospective students have of the College,” said David 
Hawsey, Dean of Enrollment. “It is certain a great im- 
pression will be made on all students visiting the college. 
Not only is the enrollment center designed to serve the 
prospective student, but also the current student attend- 
ing Juniata College,’ Hawsey continued. 

Interior designer Alicia Wetmiller made the interior 
as impressive as the exterior. The hunter green interior 
and familiar Juniata photographs and artwork give the 
center a truly “homey” feeling. A central multi-purpose 
room is equipped with large conference tables and 
plush chairs, giving a formal, yet comfortable, atmos- 
phere for meetings. The basement houses a large mail- 
ing room from which enrollment publications are sent to 
prospective students, making the enrollment center a 
truly self-contained environment. 

The enrollment center is up and running and has 
become an integral part of the Juniata College campus 
community.@ 


Meeting the 
Kresge Challenge 


fund-raising campaign that is as extensive as the 

Transformations Campaign at Juniata College re- 

quires the effort of a strong fund-raising staff, the 
generosity of donors, and the helping hand of influential 
supporters. 

Juniata received that combination to attain the recent 
$4.25 million component of the Transformations 
Campaign targeting educational technology and residence 
hall improvements. 

Kevin McCullen, associate vice president for college 
advancement at Juniata, thanked a list of generous donors 
and credited the College Advancement Office for its com- 
mitted effort. 

A special thanks went to the Kresge Foundation of 
Troy, Michigan, which served as Juniata’s influential sup- 
porter by awarding the college a $600,000 challenge grant 
that had to be completed by September. 

When Juniata met its fund-raising obligations last fall, 
the Kresge Foundation presented the college with its check. 
Kresge’s $600,000 went specifically to the renovation of 
The Cloister residence hall. 

McCullen credits Kresge’s challenge grant as being in- 
fluential in motivating donors. 

“The Kresge Foundation is a highly respected philan- 
thropic institution,’ McCullen said. “The fact that Kresge 
awarded us with a challenge grant legitimized our fund- 
raising efforts, because Kresge is very selective. Their back- 
ing and support served as an inspiration for others to do- 
nate.” 

Meeting the challenge is an accomplishment donors, 
trustees, college administrators, faculty, staff, and alumni, 
should be proud of, according to McCullen. 

“The Kresge Foundation challenge grant is a very or- 
ganized and structured process,” he said. “You're con- 
stantly working to meet the pledge requirements and show 
continued progress toward your pledge commitments. 
You also have to provide justification for the project, be- 
cause Kresge awards grants to institutions operating in six 
specific areas: higher education, healthcare, arts and hu- 
manities, human services, the sciences, and public affairs.” 

Obtaining state-of-the-art educational and social 
amenities was, after all, the inspiration behind Juniata 
College’s Transformations Campaign, which includes the 
recently attained component targeting educational technol- 
ogy and residence hall improvements. 

According to Dr. Robert W. Neff, president of Juniata 
College, the Kresge Foundation was at the heart of this 
phase of the campaign, which will benefit the school and 
its students for years. 

“Through its support and generous donation, the 
Kresge Foundation has been a tremendous asset in helping 
us provide our faculty and student body with outstanding

educational and residence facilities,” the president said. 

As the beneficiary of the check from the Kresge 
Foundation, The Cloister, which was built in 1928, has 
been ensured of a future that will enable the traditions and 
legends of the oldest residence hall on campus to continue. 

“The residents in The Cloister have a lot of respect for 
it, because everything in the building is new,” said Juniata 
senior Angela Snowberger, who serves as a resident assis- 
tant in The Cloister. “Everyone wants to keep it clean and 
in good condition. It’s also a building with a lot of charac- 
ter. Every room has something different about it. Every 
room has its own identity.” 

Other renovations in The Cloister include improved 
kitchen facilities, larger gathering spaces for social interac- 
tion, individual room phones, individual climate controls, 
direct connections to campus-based computer systems, 
and energy-efficient utility controls. “The Cloister has 
maintained its history and it has modern conveniences, so 
it’s really nice to live there,” Ms. Snowberger said. 

The educational technology that has been purchased 
in conjunction with the recent Transformations Campaign 
funds include high-tech equipment in the Brumbaugh 
Science Center, digital scanning and software equipment in 
Good Hall, the creation of the Human Interaction 
Laboratory and Long Distance Learning Center in Good

Thailand Businessman 


Makes Pledge 


to International Programs 


his winter, Chumpol Phornprapha, one of Thailand’s 

most prominent businessmen and a member of 

Juniata’s Class of 1965 returned to campus with a 
message of concern and commitment to develop a quality 
international education program at Juniata College.

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“T would like Juniata to set up the best program for 
international students — a program with mutual benefit to 
international and American students,” he said. 

Chumpol explained that a liberal arts institution is of- 
ten the ideal place to develop knowledge and appreciation 
of other cultures. “The liberal arts education helps a stu- 
dent develop a logic to understand other people through 
his culture and philosophy. Look at Bosnia, a modern ex- 
ample, where people are being killed because they think 
differently,” he said. 

“An international program is successful when a stu- 
dent has the ability to integrate into the international com- 
munity,” he said. “For a college this means that both facul- 
ty and students must travel abroad and participate in an ex- 
change of culture and philosophy.” 

“His message reaches across our campus as Juniata 
continues to build a world class international program,” 
said Don Moyer, vice president of college advancement and 
marketing. “Dr. Chumpol is perhaps Juniata’s most influ- 
ential alumnus in Asia. The college is fortunate to have his 
counsel and support,” he said. 

“Study and work hard,” Chumpol told a group of 
Juniata international students. He explained that a person 
must use both his ability and his intellect to succeed. 
“Carefully choose where to start your career. Look for 
work in a country showing potential for economic growth,” 
advised Chumpol. 

Thirty years ago and thousands of miles from his 
home in Bangkok, Thailand, Chumpol Phornprapha, came 
to the United States seeking an American college education. 
“Juniata fit the bill at the time. It was the best way to learn 
and comprehend English.” 

Today, Chumpol Phornprapha is a highly-recognized 
businessman and entrepreneur in Thailand. His reputation 
is known within both business and education communities. 

Many of his interests in and contributions to higher 
education are focused on improving the understanding of 
people and cultures through education. 





Hall, high-powered portable computers in several class- 
rooms throughout the campus, multi-media interactive 
computer laboratories, and a computer-based library sys- 
tem in the L.A. Beeghly Library. 

John Mumford, the College librarian, said upgrading 
the Beeghly facilities “has been enormously successful. 

“We needed a computer-based network, because 
that’s part of being a modern library,” Mumford said. “The 
library has become much more popular with students be- 
cause of the new equipment. What we have been able to ob- 
tain has been very popular with our students, because the 
equipment satisfies students in terms of meeting research 
needs.” 

Other improvements include the Distance Learning 
Center in Good Hall, where a class is taught by a Lycoming 
College professor from the Williamsport campus. The inter- 


active audio-visual learning center, which is capable of 
sending or receiving live or recorded broadcasts from a 
consortium of 26 Pennsylvania institutions. The students 
watch the Lycoming College professor conduct class on a 
television screen and can conduct conversations by speak- 
ing into microphones that are on each desk. 

From the classroom to the library to the residence 
hall, Ms. Snowberger said she and her fellow Juniata 
College students “appreciate that we have all these new and 
modern conveniences available to us.” 

“When students see the college taking steps to im- 
prove and upgrade the facilities, it’s encouraging,” Ms. 
Snowberger said. “It gives us the sense that the alumni, 
college administration, staff, and faculty care, because they 
want to provide us with the best facilities.” Hi 











Juniata and Tulane University School of Medicine 





uniata College has entered into a quality-affirming 

agreement which will establish the College’s first for- 

mal affiliation with a medical school. Tulane 
University School of Medicine in New Orleans, La. has 
agreed to provide early acceptance opportunities for Juniata 
College pre-med students. 

Through the agreement, Juniata pre-med gradu- 
ates will be given preferred status in application review and 
ultimate enrollment in the prestigious medical school. 

In addition to traditional medical school opportu- 
nities, Juniata graduates will have the opportunity to work 
toward the medical degree concurrently with either a 
Master of Public Health, Master of Science in Public Health, 
Master of Public Health and Tropical Medicine, Master of 
Science, or a Doctor of Philosophy degree. 

According to Dr. Debra Kirchhof-Glazier, profes- 
sor of biology and director of Juniata’s health and allied 
health professions program, the agreement with Tulane 
represents a major step in expanding postgraduate oppor- 
tunities for Juniata students. “Tulane has recognized that 
Juniata’s pre-med program prepares students to excel in 
medical school and is willing to offer preferred treatment in 
considering Juniata College pre-med students,” Dr. 
Kirchhof-Glazier noted. 

“Our affiliation with Tulane is exciting for several 
reasons,” she said. “Not only do our students have an ex- 
ceptional opportunity to be accepted to medical school at 
a time when competition is very tough, they also have the 
ability to secure a combined MPH/MD degree in only four 
years. This opportunity is unique to Tulane. Also, our 
students who take advan- - 
tage of our strong interna- 
tional programs will find 
the tropical medicine op- 
tion a real plus.” 

“Finally,” she 
concluded, “this is testi- 
mony to the personal con- 
nections that make Juniata 
College special. The idea 
for pursuing an agreement 
with Tulane sprang from a 
conversation I had with 
Don Moyer (vice president 
for college advancement 
and marketing at Juniata) 
following his visit with Dr.

James Corrigan (the dean of the Tulane Medical 
School). I am very confident that our undergraduate 
program will continue to produce students of Dr. 
Corrigan’s quality and that our affiliation with Tulane 
will be helpful in that regard.” 

Both the School of Medicine and the School of 
Public Health and Tropical Medicine at Tulane have long 
been recognized around the world for major contributions 
in medical research and excellence in clinical training. 
Except for a brief period during the Civil War, Tulane is the 
oldest continuously operating medical school in the United 
States west of the Appalachian mountains. 

The Tulane University Medical Center, located in 
the heart of downtown New Orleans, is composed of the 
School of Medicine, Tulane Hospital and Clinic, the School 
of Public Health and Tropical Medicine, the University 
Health Service, the Tulane Regional Primate Research 
Center, the U.S.-Japan Biomedical Research Laboratories 
and the Tulane/Xavier Center for Bioenvironmental 
Research.

County. For the first time ever, DNA evidence 

was presented in a criminal trial and a Juniata 
College faculty member served a key role in interpret- 
ing information for the public defender’s office. 

Dr. Jill B. Keeney (jill.keeney@juniata.edu), 
an assistant professor of biology at Juniata, served as a 
technical consultant to Huntingdon Deputy Public 
Defender Charles A. Bierbach. The case involved sev- 
eral charges related to 
sexual offenses, with DNA 
evidence used in an at- 
tempt to connect the ac- 
cused to the crime. 

According to 
Attorney Bierbach, Dr. 
Keeney’s expertise was 
critical in bringing clarity 
to the complexities of 
DNA evidence. “Jill's in- 
volvement in this case 
was vital in enhancing 
our understanding of 
DNA evidence. This be- 
ing the first case of its 
kind in the county, we 
were all interested in 
finding out as much as 
we could about the sci- 
ence behind the use of 
DNA in a court case. Jill 
was able to provide a 
clear and concise expla- 
nation of some very com- 
plex information. We, in 
turn, were able to more 
clearly present our inter- 
pretation of the evidence 
to the jury.”

to Bangladesh 


even students from Juniata College traveled to Dhaka, 

Bangladesh last summer as part of a three week study 

trip sponsored by the American Institute of 
Bangladesh Studies. Dr. J. Jackson Barlow (jackson.bar- 
low@juniata.edu), assistant professor of political science 
and chair of the political science department at Juniata ac- 
companied the students on the trip. 

According to Dr. Craig Baxter (craig.baxter@juni- 
ata.edu), professor of politics and history at Juniata and 
president of the American Institute of Bangladesh Studies, 
the trip gave students the opportunity to learn about a de- 
veloping Muslim country. 

Students studied the deltaic area formed by the 
Ganges and Brahmaputra rivers. Lessons included the use 
of water for irrigation and transpiration. Discussions cov- 
ered issues in flooding and droughts and how water can be 
both a blessing and a curse. 

In addition the students had the opportunity to 
meet with the key political figures, as well as academics, 


journalists, business leaders and others. 

Seven students were selected for the trip last year. 
They were required to take the Juniata course titled “South 
Asia Since Independence,” taught by Baxter as a prerequi- 
site to the trip. 

According to Dr. Baxter, the trip is one of the 
many steps being taken by Juniata College to international- 
ize the College’s academic programs while preparing stu- 
dents for the 21st century. 

“AS our world becomes increasingly interdepen- 
dent,” he said, “people must know as much as they can 
about how people in other cultures live. Our goal is to 
provide this opportunity to our students.” 

The American Institute of Bangladesh Studies is a 
consortium of 17 colleges and universities. Its purpose is 
to advance the study of Bangladesh in the United States. 
The institute receives funding from the Government of 
Bangladesh and the United States Information Agency. Dr.

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testament to how far someone can move while keep- 
ing the same address. 

On the surface, not much has changed with 
Gibboney, including the fact that he has retained the same 
postman. He’s the same devoted family man, husband to the 
former Priscilla Grove (Juniata ‘78) and father to Nathan, 
13, Ben, 12, and Greta, 6. He also continues to make his 
living doing what he loves to do: coaching football. 

But, therein, lies the change. Gibboney has moved 
from the high school coaching ranks to the college coach- 
ing ranks; from Huntingdon High School to Juniata College; 
a stone’s throw distance, but a world away. 

“The differences are monumental,’’ 
Gibboney said during a recent break from 
recruiting. “There are huge differences be- 
tween coaching high school football and 
coaching college football; some I anticipat- 
ed, some I obviously didn’t.” 

Gibboney’s hometown-boy-makes-good 
story still stands. A Huntingdon native and a 
‘73 Huntingdon High School and ‘78 
Juniata College graduate, Gibboney has re- 
turned home to serve as the head football 
coach at both his alma maters. 

“T don’t think I would have left 
Huntingdon High School to coach anywhere 
else except Juniata,” Gibboney said. 
“Coaching here at Juniata and at 
Huntingdon High School has been very spe- 
cial, because of what the two schools mean 
to me. I’ve been able to coach at my two al- 
ma maters. I don’t know that too many peo- 
ple can say that. It truly is special.” 

The move from Huntingdon High 
School to Juniata College has not been with- 
out hurdles, however. From a coaching 
standpoint, Gibboney is accustomed to win- 
ning. His nine-year tenure at Huntingdon 
High School included a 60-32-6 record, 
four PIAA District 6 championship appear- 
ances, and one district title. Such over- 
whelming success at Huntingdon High 
School made Juniata’s 2-7-1 1995 season 
frustrating. Gibboney took consolation in 
his team’s improved play throughout the season and the fact 
that the Eagles were competitive, falling just six points shy 
of a .500 record. He is also optimistic about the future of 
the Eagles’ football program. 

“Obviously we want a better record (than 2-7-1) 
and we want to get better, and I believe we will,” Gibboney 
said. “We have something to build on now. As people feel 
more comfortable with me and I become more adjusted to 
the position, we’ll work better as a group.” 

Being hired so late into the school year last April 
put Gibboney at a disadvantage, because he had a scant 
three months to prepare for the season. His players had lit- 
tle knowledge of him or contact with him before the start of

preseason practices. 

Currently in the midst of his initial recruiting sea- 
son as Juniata’s head coach, Gibboney assessed his first 
year at the hehn of the Eagles’ football program. In many 
ways, making the move to Juniata has been rewarding; in 
other ways, it has been a challenge. 

“Overall, the experience has been great and I 
expect it to get only better,”’ 
Gibboney said. “But, mak- 
ing the move up a level 
made things difficult, and it 
was stressful in terms of 
getting through the football 


season. In some ways that and at 


was unexpected.” 

Some of _ the 
changes, in fact, hit Gibboney 
like a blindside blitz. 

For instance, 
Gibboney said, “It was stress- 
ful changing coaching jobs 
from the high school to the 
college and not having to 
move out of town. It was 
stressful, because some of the 
people in the high school 
community might have been a little disturbed that I was 
leaving to come to the college. Nobody said anything to me 
directly or said anything publicly, but I was around and I 
could sense the tension. And for me to stay in the same 
town where I would read about and watch my own former 
players at the high school made it difficult, because I en- 
joyed coaching those kids. I enjoyed my time at the high 
school very much.” 

Then there were the changes on the field, which 
centered on the subtle but not insignificant differences be- 
tween high school and college football. That includes: 

¢ College football’s specialization between of- 
fense and defense 

e The increased emphasis on the passing game in 
college football 

e The increased length of the college game 

e The insight provided by a specialized coaching 
staff at the college level. 

Add the adjustment of dealing with older players 
and handling recruiting and the “monumental” differences 
between high school and college coaching that Gibboney 
referred to become evident. 

When Gibboney began his coaching career in 
1980 as Juniata’s receivers coach and head junior varsity 
football coach, the sophisticated pro-set passing offense 
was run by few colleges. That changed throughout the 
1980’s as more and more college teams emphasized the 
passing game. 

By then Gibboney had moved into high school 
coaching, working as a teacher, assistant football and as- 
sistant baseball coach in the Waynesboro School District 
from 1982-86. He returned home in 1986 to become the

head football coach at Huntingdon High School, where he 
implemented a variety of offensive sets and formations. 
Still, the importance of the passing game paled in compar- 
ison to his first year as head coach at Juniata. 

“There’s so much more precision in the passing 
game at the college level, and it affects every aspect of the 
game, not just offense,” Gibboney said. “Defensively, you 
have to devote a lot of time 
and attention to defending 
against the pass.” 

The emphasis on passing al- 
so adds time to the game. 

“In terms of the length of 
the game, teams throw the 
ball so much at this level and 
all the incompletions stop the 
clock,” Gibboney said. “Plus, 
in high school football the 
quarters are 12 minutes. In 
college we play 15-minute 
quarters. It all extends the 
time of the game, so in col- 
lege football you’re doing 





the two schools mean to Me...” sattetor alotionger. 


Gibboney said the most sig- 
nificant difference between 
high school and college football is the specialization of of- 
fensive and defensive players at the college level in con- 
trast to the large number of players who play both offense 
and defense in high school. 

“The specialization that takes place offensively 
and defensively and the complications that it brings to 
shaping a team and making it one whole as opposed to 
two parts is more difficult than what I ever imagined,” 
Gibboney said. “On the high school level kids are playing 
on both sides of the ball. But in college, when you have 
some kids working on offense everyday and others on de- 
fense everyday, somehow they still have got to work as

one. It’s very hard to bring those two groups together and 
work in concert. It takes a constant awareness of being 
one. You can’t go a day without bringing the group togeth- 
er and dealing with the group as a whole. You have to be 
constantly on top of considering the team as one.” 

Gibboney was quick to credit his assistant coach- 
es — Kevin Burke, Steve Lach, John Boyer Jr., Steve 
Hayes, Allen Muir, and Phil Riccio — with helping him 
make the adjustment to college coaching. 

“The quality of coaching from our assistants is 
outstanding,” Gibboney said. “They have been fantastic. 
They are all very good coaches. They all have input. The 
decision-making process as the head coach is difficult be- 
cause of all the wonderful suggestions and input I receive. 
But it’s great to have such help and cooperation on the 
coaching staff.”

yet another difference between high school and college 
football. 

“Recruiting is a real challenge, because of all the 
interpersonal skills that are involved,” Gibboney said. “The 
key to it is trying to identify what type of person you're talk- 
ing to. Some kids want to talk; some kids don’t want to 
talk. You have to figure those things out and handle every 
kid accordingly. You want every kid to feel comfortable. 
You're also talling to parents and going through the same 
process with them. That’s the challenge to recruiting. But, I 
love the interaction and I think all of our coaches do a 
wonderful job of that.”

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Legends Honored 


any of the greatest names in Juniata College ath- 
M letic history were honored November 4 at the 

school’s first induction ceremony for its newly- 
established Sports Hall of Fame. Twenty charter members 
were inducted during a dinner program at Ellis College 
Center on the Juniata campus. A crowd of nearly 300 per- 
sons enjoyed the special event which featured remarks by 
inductees Pat Tarquinio, Peggy Evans and Chuck Knox. 

Knox, a 1954 graduate who began his legendary 
coaching career as an assistant for the Juniata football 
team, closed the evening by speaking with pride about his 
alma mater. “Juniata College is about commitment both 
on the athletic field and in the classroom,” he said. 
“Juniata is about quality athletics and quality academics. 

“My experience at Juniata gave me the foundation 
to go out in life and compete with anyone, anywhere,” 
Knox continued. “It helped me learn to work hard and to 
prepare.” 

A former NCAA Division II] triple jump champion 
and a 1985 Juniata graduate, Evans also spoke about 
learning lessons for life through athletics and the class- 
room. “Juniata is about traditions and community,” she 
said. “Being a Juniata athlete and student taught me to 
evaluate, to plan and to overcome.” 

Tarquinio, the quarterback for three undefeated 
Juniata football teams from 1953-55, addressed his per-
